On motion of Mr. STEPHENSON, the order
of the day, on the bill to incorporate the Potomac
and Ohio Railroad company, was pos'poned until
to-mortow~—the James River bill being undisposed
of,

JAMES RIVER AND KANAWHA CANAL

The House resnmed the consideration of the
bill providing for the completion of the James Ri-
ver and Kanawha Canal from tide-water at Rivh-
mond 10 the iown of Buchanan, and for other pur-
poses; the question pending being on the amend-
ment of Mr. Patrick, submitted just befure the ad-
journment yesterday, and printed in the proceed-
ings of that day.

Mr. PATRICEK, with the leave of the House,
witbdrew his amendment, and in lien of it offer-
ed to fill the blank in the substitute relative to the
consiraction of a lock and dam across Tyler's
Shoals in the Kanawha river with the sum ol
60,000 dollars.

Mr. PATRICK thought this improvemenl
wonld dam four shoals, including Tyler's, and do
away wilth the necessity of any other improve-
ment. It woold make the navigation sale, and be
of great benefit to the people interested in the
commerce on the Kanawbha river.

Mr. DORMAN suostained the amendment.—
This lock and dam were a part ol the general
works of the Kapawha improvement, They
were recommended by the President of the James
River and Kanawha company. It would give
sieam boat navigation to the rich salt works on
that river. ‘The President had recommended the
improvement becaunse il would save $6000 per an-
num, and thus pay the interest on the amouot ap-
propriated and leave a sinking lund which would
ultimately pay back to the State the whole
damounl,

Mr. YERBY said, if he understood the amend-
ment, it proposed an additional appropriativn 10
the amnount voted yesterday ftor the continuation
ol ihe canal. Fle hoped the House would con-
fine itsell 10 that appropriation, with the view of
re-constracting the worksdestroyed and finishi
those begun beyond Lynchburg. He underst
that to be the intention yesterday, and he hoped
it wonld not now be departed from. This inten-
tion he understood 10 be indicated by the refusal
tv vole tbe 1,200,000 dollars, If this proposition
to improve tae Kanawha should succeed, he con-
tended that the applications to construct the vari-
008 conneclions, the dock, &c., could not be with
a good grace refused.

Mr. STROTHER thonght there was one rea-
son in favor of this amendment, which had a
strong influence with him, and he thought ought
to be respectiully regarded by Mr. YERBY, viz:
that it would increase the volame of what gues
into the Treasary. The improvement nuw was
a mere sluice navigation and there was no mode
ol ascertaining the tonnage; much passed wilh-
vol pay. [t was necessary that there should be
a dam and lock in which the trade could be de-
tained long enough (o ascertain the trne amount
of wonage and collect the tolls. This would
save 1o the company a sum which would pay
the interest on the $60,000 and leave a sarplus of

weslern

400.

Mr. YERBY would not dispute the estimales
of the President—ihey might be correct ; bat he
apprehended the same appeal in a financial re-
spect could be made by the advocaies of all the
connections; they would all increase ihe tolls
and impart great benefit, according to tbe repre-
S¢Dlations of the friends o leach. Herepeated his
Views with regard to the intentions of ihe House
!:\3 ¥uting 642,000 dollars to consiruct the canal to
Sorih river; the rejection of the larger sum mov-
ed, indicated, in his view of it,an indisposition to

make the connections and other improvemenis
askedfor.

Mr. STROTHER replied hat the estimates
on which the argument in favor of this improve-
ment were based, were not speculative, but mat-
ter of fact, and the conclusion was correct, that
the revenue which would accrue would conside-
rably exceed the intercst on the expenditure. He
quoted the Presidenl's report lo sustain his vole.

Messrs, PATRICK and DORMAN [urther
susiained the amendment, Mr. D. contended that
the people of Kanawha were compelled 10 pay
tribute to the Siate lor a miserable sluice naviga-
tion—that they had contriboted about #70,000
tothe James River and Kanawha Company—
and were payiog annoally into the Treasury lor
their miserable navigation from #8,000 1o $10,000.
Were they always to be kept tributaries and never
tv have any thing in return! Give them the im-
provement—and they would have a place (o de-
tain boats and collect tolls. The revenve [rom
the wotks would reach $15,000 per annum. As
an evidence of the loss from the want of this im-
provement, Mr. D. siated that the uncollected
tolls amounted to §19,000.

The question on_the amendment was putand
carried without a division.

Mr. NEWTON next proposed to amend the
bill, by inserting an appropriation of 350,000 dol-
lars, to complete the connection between the basin
at Richmond and tide-water. Mr. N, sustained
this motion briefly, representing the tide-wates
region as utterly deprived of all benefits irom the
canal; and that one of the earliest promises of
the company wae, that there shonld be a connec-
tion between the opper and lower James river.
Indeed, the tide-water people were not as wel ofl
as before this company commenced ils improve-
ment; for they then had a connection belween
tide-water and the dock, which they were free to
use, That had been desiroyed, and they had
nothing in place of it. He hadthe authoiily of
the President for saying that the revenue lo be
derived {rom this connection, would be more than
sufficient to raise twice the amount of the capital
required lo complete it

Mr. WATTS sustained the amendment, and
read from the report of the President of the
James River and Kanawha Company, to show
the advantages to trade and Lo the company in a
pecaniary puint of view, frum the connectiun.

Mr. LANCASTER followed in a speech in
which he gave the history of the Richmond Dock,
from its incarporation throngh the briel perivd lor
which it was used; the manner in which it was
made useless by the dcposites of Shockoe Creek;
its almost entire abandonment, and its ultimate
parchase and re-cunsiruction by the James River
Company. The income of the Dock lor the last
two years has baen 11,000 collars per annum,
and it has only about one-third of the trade, owing
to the narrowness of the Dock gate, which will
nat admit many ol the vessels that come to this

rt. Were it widened the revenue from the

dock would be, Mr, L., thooght, 33,000 dollars,
and if-the connection with the basin were efiecied
he supposed the income would be between 40
und 50,000 dollars. Mr. L. entered inio an in-
guiry inio the advantages to the trade from the
connection, He asserted that the drayage in this
cily amounted, wgether with leakage and dam-
age frum being hauled through the streets, with
some other charges, to the sum of 100,000 dollars;
a tax on the trade by the canal. He declared the
opinion, that there was no place on the habitable
globe where by the expenditure of 350,000 dollars
sogreat a saving of money and so great a public
accommodation covld be efiected as by cunneci-
ing the Dock and the Basio,

Mr. MAYO spoke briefly relative to the infer-
ence of Mr. Yerby, that the House had dejermin-
ed not to wake these connections, and confine its
appropriations to the canal abuve Lynchbarg.—

e deprccated any such determination. He
trusted that these connections were all to be made;
and though some of his constituents might be in-
jured by the Dack connection, the city of Rich-
mond would not be so selfish as o stand in the
way of the free circulation of commerce. He
wished thatall the connections could be embraced
in one appropriation.

Mr. HARVIE addressed the House for some
time in earnest opposition 1o the addition to the
bill ol appropriations for the connections. He was
anxions 1o vote for the bill; but these, il added,
woulddrive him from jt. He ‘Wanied (o see the
canal carried into the valley, and would willingly
vote a million of dollars, il necessary, lo accomn-
plish that object. He was for giving every part
of the State such facilities as their condition de-
manded, when it conld be done withontimposing
on the people great and grievous burthens; bul he
saw no great soflering in consequence ol the
want of these connections. Had there been no
stronger claim for the cemstruction of the canal
in the mountain gorge than for this dock con-
nection, he would never have been willingto vole
a cent loil. Alloding to the estimates of Mr.
Lancaster, he warned the House—while he en-
tertained the highest respect for that gentleman—
to be nut too ready to regard then correct. He
intimated that partly from the same source Irom
which these caine, emanated the brilliant calcu-
lations of the administration of the James River
and Kanawha Company, so many of which had
utterly lailed of folfilment, and were the mere
delusions of an excited imagination. With re-
gard 1o the James River and Kanawha improve-
men!, he said be never dreamed—it never cross-
ed his mind—ihat it was 10 go 10 the Ohio River.
It it ever did get there—and a lien on all the pro-
perty ot Virginia would not take it there—it would
utterly fail of the anticipations ol i's [riends; in-
stead of bringing produce Irom the great Wesi-
ern rivers, it would carry it from Virginia to
them. He continued with much animation his
viewsin this respect. [We have not room for a
more detailed account of the debate. ]

Mr. TUNSTALL made a few remarks in re-
ply, sustaiping the views of Mr. Lancaster,
which Mr, T. regarded as shuwing in a most sa-
tisfactory manner the utility ol the Duck conoec-

tion.

Mr. LACY indicated his purpose to voie for
the James River bill for the firsttime in his life—
it it were not encuiobered with thece Dock and
other connections,

The question on Mr. NEWTON'S motion
was put, ard decided in the negative—ayes 47,
noes 66—as follows.

Mr. COCKE here moved to fill another blank
in the bill, 1o make the Svu h side and Rivanna
connections, with the sum of $170,000.

This motion was supported by Messrs.
COCKE, IRVING, LANCASTER and BO-
COCK. They coutended that the charter of the
company provided that ihe connectivns with the
South and North side should be made—that the
Legislatare released the company [rom Lhe obli-
ation, and was accessary (o Lhe repudiation of
ils promises—thal the people of the South side
were cut off [rom the improvement for which
they had subscribed their muney, upon the faith
of these promised conpection:; and, Worse than
this, they were greaily injured, because the navi-
gation of the river had been disturbed, and they
had not the facilities they enjoyed before the ca-
nal was made. It was also stated, that, by the
connection, Jepols would be formed for goods
and produce going and returning; and thal,
thus, retarn cargoes wonld be given to the
boats which broaght down produce, and the
owners wonld be saved from the double charges
which were made on Ireights, brcause Lhere
were No return car It was farther agreed,
that the tonoage and revenue of the canal
would be greaily increased. In answer to the
remark that the petitioners were near the market,
and ooght not 1o complain, it was said that they
bonght their lands or inberited them with these
advaniages, and they were valved and paid forin
copsideration: ef them; that therefore it was a
greal wrong as well as a violation of faith to de-
prive them of the facililies which beloog 1o them.
These and other argumenis were addressed 1o
the House, after which tbe vole was taken on the
amendment, and il was rejected—ayes 38, noes
76—as follows:

Mr. DENEALE then rose and addressed ihe
Senate, as follows:

Mr. Speaker: In accordance with a lung es
1ablished custom in this Hoose, and under a full
conviction ol my iacompeiency to the iask, |
rise, not for the purpose of enlering ino a
lengthened eulogium vn the characler of the late
Isaac S. Pennybacker, whose death we are now
called on to lament—but with the intention of
making a few remarks in regard to his exalied
worth and'integrity. Coming as he did from my
Senatorial District, I should feel that Idid in-
justice to hie memory were [ not to adver!, how-
ever bricfly, 1o some of his pumerous virtues
As a man, his talenis and integrity have always
secured him the respect of all who have been
honored with his acqnaintance; as a father and
a husbahd, he was mosl kind and affectionate; as
a neighbor and a friend, his conduct was sach as
to endear him to every cne whose privilege il
was 1o reside In his seciion of the county.
Nut only have our State and the family and triends
of the deceased suffered an irreparable loss, but
the U. S. Senate has lost the assistance and covn-
se] of one of its most able and intelligent mein-
bers—a loss which will be long and seriously
fell. Since it has pleased Almizshiy God, in his
wise providence, 10 remove irom amongst
ns our meritorions Iriend, ler us endeavor 1o
emulate his virtoes and cherish in our families
an undying respect fur his memory, And when
we shall bave been called from this world, may
we speod with him a glorious immortality in
Heaven,

Should it be deemed expedient to supply the
clothing for our volunteers in the manner sug-
gesled, the Stale may be reimbursed by receiving
from the General Government the commularion
allowed for elothing the Volonteers, or so much
thereo! as may be requisite—or may leave it lo
be pald for by each man as the clothing is receiv-
ed by him—for which purpose it may be necessa-
1y to appoint an agent.on the pari of the State,
unless the necessily thereof can be ubviated
throngh the agency of sowe of the depaiiments of
the Ug 8. Army. -

The plan herewith suggested for keeping onr
Regiment well supplled, I deem imporiant to the
health, comfort, and military appearance of the

Sir; The nndersigned, the field ofticers of the

1st Regiment of Virginia Volunteers Infantry,
beg leave respecifully to represent to your Excel-
lency the propriety vl sume adeguate provision
for supplying the pon-commissicned officers and
privates of the Regiment with clothing, afier the
present supply shall be exhausted. It is unneces-
sary for us lo inform your Excellency of the great
suffering which the volunieers now serving in
Mexico have undergone, fuor want of proper cloth-
ing. Their fate shows us whal most be that of
the men composing the Virginia regimen, unless
steps are taken in time lo avert the evils that at-
tend service in a distant and hostile couniry,
where supplies of clothing cancot be procured.—
[t is true that the United Siates Government has
made such provision as, under the circumstan-
ces, it was practicable for it to make. It has al-
lowed 1o the volunicers commutation for the |
cluthing to which soldiers are entitled, the volun-
teers being required v provide their owa cloth-
ing; but your Excellency will readily perceive
that it will be impossible fur them twsupply them-
selves, in a foreign and hostile evpatry; alihough
they may receive pay cnough for that purpose, if
the supplies were at hand, and could be procured
at reasonable prices, a thing thatis not ibe case in
Mexico.

I'he volunteers are dependent npon the sutlers
lor any article of clothing they may need, and
{rom the information we have received, only the
most inferior articles are furnishad by them, and
thuse nt the mo:t exhorbitant prices; in lac,
some little experisnce on other occasions have
given ns an opportanity of knowing the utter im-
posibility ot a volunteer soldier's being able 1o
supply himselt with anything like a soficient
amount ol elothina, ont of the commutation paid
him, when he is left 1o the extortivns ol those
who bover around a camp, for the purpose of
pouncing npon the poor soldier's pitiance the mo
ment he reeeives il

The Virginia Regiment has been supplied, or
will be supplied, befoie its departure, with as
comforiable clothing tor six monihs as the cir-
cumstances of the vase would permit; but unless
the war is speedily closed, the men ia a very few
months will require summer clothing, which they
have not now; and there are many casuallies at-
tending a campaign that might deprive some of
ihe men of the clothing with which they go pro-
vided, and leave them in a state of utler destitn-
tion, that it woull be impossible 10 remedy —
With a tull knowledge of the difficulties and pri-
vations that are before us, we cannot depart with-
out doing all in vur power to have such provi- |
sion made lor the men entrusted W our command, |
as may be necessary lor their comlort and healih, |
so lar as these inay be secured in a camp.

Whatever, under the guidings of Pro-
vidence, or in the [ulfilled and cheering promise
ol his vutser, he might have becume in the lofty
career which the confidence ol his couniry had
nss_:gaed him, that caieer is now over; hiseXxpec-
tations and hiseftorts in it are now ended, and the
silence and ceal of death are forever upon him.

| He was seized and snaicbed awsy {rom his la-

bors almost before he had begun them, but not
belore the modest and ingenunus qualities of his
nature had been seen, or befure he had shown
hims:1f, in allthe eafest, soundest and purest vir-
tues of a public man, to be worihy ot all accep-
tation. He was comparatively young—less than
lorty-two years ol age—so that he came 1o ihe
eminent station which he filled precisely at that
period of life when the body and mind, in their
complex action upon one another, co-operaie the
best, and when man is most capabls of building
up the richest monunients ul usetulness and lame
for his couniry and tor himsell, [He was born in
Shenandoah coonty, Virginia—was educated to
the profession of law, which he entered vpon in
early manhood and practiced with a high and
progressive reputation until he was called upon
1o represent his native district in Congress, from
whence, al the end of his first representative term,
he was transferred by the appoinument of the Pre-
sident and Senate 10 the federal disirict court of
Western Virginia, and was thence again irans-
ferred, but a year ago, by the Legislature of that
venerated Commonwealih, to the responsible and
I final post, from all the honors, and counsels, and
10ils of which he has now been removed, by that
mysterious and gracious power which gavernsus
all, o another, and, 1 would reverently bope,
to a better world. FHe was always a su.
dent—an ardent and devoted siudent. The siv-
dy ol his profession especially, as 1 leain
from his more intimate Iriends, was both his
habit and bis enjoyment, and hence it was
that he became nut only eminently goalified
by his learning and his love of investigalion for
judicial labors, but that the whole textwie ol his
mind becawme gradually and essentially judicial
also—he thnnght with care—with system—with
clearness—with reciitnde, and he thought to re-
sul's, A sound lawyer, a wise judge, atrusied
statesman—he was more than &ll these—he was
! a sound, irreproachable, irnst-worthy, and honest
i man ; never—and | speak it with emphatic ut-
| terance—never bringing upon any human face,
| by any act ol his, either the blush of shame or
| the stain of a tear. Wherever his avocations or
his duties called him, it was the cheering lot of
this excellent man o be always surrounded by
friends - friends who r1especied and who loved
him; and having thus lived a lite ol probity and
peace upon earth, he has gune, in the meridiag of
his day, to the tomb, withont 4 solitary reproach
10 lollow, or a solitary enemy to forgive him.
Like his late and lawented colieague from Low-
siana, Mr. Barrow, he wis stricken down in all
the pride of his physical power, and in the (ull
maturity of his brightest manhood; like him he
was crushed by an unexpecied aod astartling
blow, and sharing, side by side, with one anothes,
as they did, the hopes of their country and the
j‘:{vs ol treshest life, how sad—how strange—how
admonilory is it 10 usall 1o see them parted by
death for a season, and 1hen grouped and gathered
again as companions lur the grave! Unlike
that Senatur, however, iny hunored colleagoe
breathed his last in the bosom of bis family,
and had his furlorn and solialy pathway 1o an-
other world southed by the presenca, and comfor-
ted by the aid, of all who were dearest 10 him in
this, llereitis, in the breakinz up of that ten.
der and holy bond which bring wife and children
to the pillow of the dying husband and father,
that we find a biterness in death to which the
rupture of all other relations is as nothing, But
it 1s not for us lo luok upon this private scene—it
is not lor ns o 2o into the sancinary of this sor-
ruw, sor listen to that ery of angnish and broken-
ness of heart which is there.  As frail, and dying,
and Christian men, however, we cannot think
upen guch distress withont sympathy and awe,
nor without an involuntary appeal w Hiin who
is the Father and Saviounr ol us all, thar He
would spread 1he shelter of his wing for the peor
sufferers who are weeping and b'eeding vnderihe
sirukie of His power. To us who are bere, this
leason afier lesson on cur own morialiy is ivo
sulemn and oo sacred 1o be lust. 15 we are prov-
ident and wise, as we koow 1hat we are immor-
tal, let us takethese lessons as o many providen-
ces mercifully and seasunably sent for onr good,
and flushed as we now are with all the ene;gies
and hopes ol lite, be it vur part 1o seek lor and
10 seize upon that hope—blessed above every
other—"that hope which ravels through, nor
quits ns when we it —which vniles ibe last
thrub of expiring natuic with the first one of nev-
er-ending joy.
“To man in this, his trial state,
The privilege is given,
When tossed by waves of human fate,
To anchor fast on heaven.”

The Loan Bill and Treasury Note Bill were |
reported together this morning—ihe Presidemi
being authorized 12 issue 23,000,000 dollars in |
Treasuiy Notes, and of denominations as low as |
filty dollars. The notes may be redecmed in one |
or two years from date. |

The holders of notes are allowed to have the |
same converted into stock al their option, and
ample and convenient provisions are made [or
this purpose. The Treasury Notes are to beal
an inlerest not exceeding six per cenl, and the
stock issued in lieu of them, is (o be ranslerable
upon the bools of the Depariment.

The stock may be redeewned at any lime after
the last vl December, 1867. The noies are also
{o be re-issued. At the close of the bill, the Pre-
sident has power to borrow the money il he pre-
fers, and in whale or in par, at his own option,
The interest is to be paid semi-annaally, and
the moncys received from the sales of the public
lands are pledged for the payment of the interest
and principal. The balance of the bill relates
mainly o 1he execuiion of the law, punishment
for counlerfeiting, manner ol propesing, &e., &c.
The som of 30,000 dollars is appropriated for in-
cidental expenses under (he bill. :
